DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1 . Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: It is not clear what 
the applicant means by "to fully appreciate the content". Appropriate correction is 
required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1, 3-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Tullis 
et al., (5,802,314). 

As per claim 1 , Tullis et al., teach a method of enhancing an electronic 
communication, comprising the steps of: 

transmitting and receiving a message or file having a content (Col.2,lines 51-60); 
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storing at the location of a recipient, enhancement information enabling the 
recipient of the message or file to more fully appreciate the content (Col. 16, lines 61- 
65). 

As per claim 3, Tullis et al., teach the method of claim 1 , wherein the 
enhancement information enables the recipient to visualize the sender or listen to the 
content of a message (Col. 14, line 59 - Col. 15, line 6). 

As per claim 4, Tullis et al., teach the method of claim 1 , wherein the 
enhancement information includes phonemes enabling the recipient to listen to the 
content in a synthesized voice of the sender (Col .4, lines 16-41 ) 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed March 1 , 2005 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. Applicant argues the limitation of claim 2 not being taught by the 
Tullis reference. Claim 2 has been cancelled by the application in the amendment filed 
3/1/05. Therefore that argument is moot. As per claim 3, Applicant argues that the term 
"phoneme" is found nowhere in the Tullis reference. Examiner disagrees. Phoneme is a 
basic unit of speech characteristic specific to a particular voice. Tullis teaches voice 
information, which contains information pertaining to a particular voice (Col. 14, lines 59- 
64).
